state of existence. The Bible has no place, right- 
fully, in the public schools; sectarian religious 
training is contrary to the spirit of the age when 
given in public institutions supported by the 
public money; at the same time, vulgar and igno- 
rant abuse of the Old Testament can never help 
the cause of liberal education. 

The character of a teacher is even more import- 
ant than literary qualifications, We need good and 
then wise men and women to instruct our youth, 
and one of the plainest and most important duties 
of citizens is to see to it, that no appoinment is 
made on any other ground than that of true merit. 
A very fine poem on Excelsior, concluded the 
interesting exercises. Mme. Bishop, W. J. Col- 
ville, and the audience furnished excellent music.
